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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as 
set forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to 
be patented and the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been 
obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which 
said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

2. Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
FERONE (5,820,828) in view of Applicant's admission. FERONE's invention is 
directed to a modular ozone distributing system. FERONE discloses in Fig. 2 and in 
col. 7, line 61 through col. 8, line 45 that the ozone generating unit 12 \s operable 
to produce ozone for varying durations of time in response to varying sensor 
signals (signals of varying voltages or frequencies to indicate different levels of 
conditions within the room) such that, for example, the sensors may produce 
signals of four different levels to produce ozone in 25%, 50%, 75% and 100% 
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increments of a predetermined duration. Also shown in Fig. 2 is a remote switch 
J10upon which when the remote switch is closed the ozone generator cell 50 is 
energized and operating through a programmable time delay relay 116 for 
switching the 110 VAC line to a step-up transformer 64 (see Fig. 1A and col. 7, lines 
19-32). As such FERONE contemplates the first two steps of generating (or the 
first two means for generating) and the step of applying (or the last two means 
for generating) as claimed. The difference is whether FERONE's step of applying 
a signal is of a high-frequency signal. However, Applicant admits in the second 
paragraph of page 3 of the specification that such signal is of a high frequency or 
such the use is known. The subject matter as a whole would have been obvious to 
one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to have 
modified FERONE's teachings as admitted by Applicant because the selection of 
any of known equivalent signals would be within the level of ordinary skill in the art. 

As to the subject matter of each of claims 2-4 and 6-8, the selection of 
signal value range ^woulaalso be within the level of ordinary skill in the art.
